Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  whole  of  the  drainage  of  the  district  is  carried  out  on  the 
water  carriage  system,  and  all  the  sewage,  with  the  exception  of 
that  from  the  small  low-lying  district  of  Lomeshaye,  is  delivered 
at  the  Sewage  Works  situated  at  Linedred  by  means  of  a  high  level 
gravitating  sewer.  The  sewage  from  the  Lomeshaye  district  is 
carried  by  a  low  level  sewer,  and  is  lifted  into  the  high  level  sewer 
by  means  of  automatic  ejectors,  situated  at  the  works.  The  treat¬ 
ment  is  biological,  consisting  in  the  use  of  detritus  tanks  in  duplicate 
htted  with  mechanical  screening  and  dredging  apparatus,  septic 
tanks,  percolating  filters,  sedimentation  tanks  and  strainers.  The 
sludge  from  the  septic  tanks  is  pressed  with  lime,  and  that  from  the 
sedimentation  tanks  is  air  dried,  and  both  are  disposed  of  to  farmers.

FOOD. 

MiiiK  Supply. 


The  milk  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  farms  in  the 
immediate  locality.  The  farms  situated  within  the  Borough  are 
visited  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  all  the  cattle  are  inspected. 
I  append  his  report  for  1920,  which  reads  as  follows  : — ^

Beport  of  Veterinary  Inspector  on  the  Farm  Buildings  and 
Cattle  kept  in  the  Borough  of  Nelson  in  the  year  1921. 

I  have  been  round  and  inspected  all  the  cowsheds  within  the 
Borough  and  find  the  cattle  therein  in  good  health,  but  not  as 
fleshy  as  usual,  no  doubt  due  to  the  bad  hav  harvest. 

A  few  of  the  farms  are  changing  tenancy,  and  some  have  few^ 
cattle. 

All  told  the  number  of  cattle  is  650,  of  which  532  are  in  milk, 
and  21  of  the  latter  have  got  one  deficient  teat  each.  However,  not 
one  deficient  teat  is  giving  milk,  or  inflamed,  or  suspicious  of 
tubercle. 

The  premises  are  mostly  well  drained  and  ventilated,  and 
cattle  in  the  majority  of  cases  clean. 

Some  of  the  shippons,  owing  to  bad  construction,  make  it 
impossible  to  keep  cow's  clean. 


There  has  been  no  epidemic  anion<^  either  horses,  cattle,  shee{) 
or  pigs,  for  which  we  may  thank  the  lieavy  rainfall. 

The  number  of  cattle  that  might  be  sus})ected  of  having  tuber¬ 
culosis,  in  my  opinion,  still  continues  to  decrease.

The  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  situated  at 
(34,  Carr  Dead,  Nelson,  it  is  therefore  conveniently  placed  for  the 
Dorough  and  is  open  for  Insured  and  Non-Insured  ijersons  alike. 

The  County  Dispensary  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  in  attendance 
twice  a  week,  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons  at  2  p.m.

As  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1919,  the  Nursing  Staff  was 
augmented  and  therefore  during  1920  much  more  attention  was 
devoted  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  to  individual  cases  receiving 
Home  treatment. 

In  Surgical  cases,  wounds  were  dressed  and  the  hj'giene  of  the 
patient  and  the  home  was  personally  supervised.  Greater  efforts 
were  made  to  isolate,  as  far  as  ])ossible,  all  infectious  cases  under 
Domiciliary  treatment,  and  Bedsteads  and  Tvlattresses  were  lent  in 
several  cases,  in  order  the  better  to  effect  this. 

Bed  rests,  Air  cushions  and  other  Nursing  Utensils,  were  also 
lent  from  the  Dispensary  in  special  cases. 

There  is  no  doubt  effectiveness  in  the  control  of  Tuberculosis, 
in  so  far  as  the  home  is  concerned,  is  very  largely  dependent  on  the 
efforts  and  devotion  of  the  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor.  With  that  in 
view,  the  work  of  the  Nursing  Staff  has  been  considerably  developed 
during  1920.

After  convalescence  disinfection  of  the  rooms  and  bedding  is 
carried  out,  on  request  in  cases  of  INIeasles,  Erysipelas,  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  Pneumonia,  Alalaria  and  Dysentery,  and 
compulsorily  in  the  other  cases.  Clothing  and  Bedding  are 
treated  through  a  Steam  Disinfector,  Books,  Boots,  &c.  are  exposed 
to  Formaldehj^de  Gas  in  a  closed  chamber,  and  the  rooms  are 
sprayed  with  Formalin  and  then  fumigated  with  Formaldehyde  Gas.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Keport  of  the  work 
of  the  School  Medical  Staff  for  the  year  1920. 

Staff. 

The  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  and  two  trained 
Nurses. 

Co-ordination. 

The  control  of  the  work  for  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  and  of 
Children  under  school  age  is  entirely  under  the  Public  Health 
Committee  whose  Officer  is  also  the  School  Medical  Officer.  There 
are  no  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO  PUBLIC 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

School  Hygiene. 

There  are  12  schools  in  the  Borough  excluding  the  Secondary 
School,  of  which  4  are  Council  Schools  of  fahdy  recent  construction, 
the  others  being  of  an  older  type  of  building.  In  all,  however, 
attention  is  paid  to  the  ventilation,  warming,  sanitation,  and 
cleanliness,  and  all  have  an  adequate  water  supply  for  washing  and 
drinking  purposes. 

Medical  Inspection. 

The  children  are  inspected  under  one  of  three  headings,  viz., 
Entrants,  Intermediate  (age  8),  and  Leavers,  and  Table  1  at  the 
end  of  the  Report  gives  the  detailed  number  of  the  children  exam¬ 
ined  in  each  group  for  the  year.  Notes  were  made  on  the  individual 

schedules  of  any  defect  found  and  observation  taken  as  to  anv 

%/ 

previous  notes  that  had  been  made. 

In  all  1821  children  were  examined  in  the  routine  inspection, 
and  125  were  examined  at  special  examinations.  The  defects  noted 
at  these  examinations  amounted  to  888  of  which  121  were  for 
uncleanliness  either  of  the  head  or  bodv.

Infectious  Disease. 

There  has  only  been  one  occasion  during  the  year  on  which  it 
was  thought  advisable  to  close  a  School  on  account  of  Infectious 
Disease.  This  was  in  the  second  week  of  December  when  an  out¬ 
break  of  German  Measles  accompanied  by  an  increased  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  warranted  the  closing  of  the  Infants 
Department  of  Great  Marsden  School  until  after  the  Christmas 
holidays.

A  tal)le  has  been  })repared,  No.  12,  and  is  submitted  shewing 
tlio  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  Diphtlieria  and  Scarlatina 
amongst  cldldren  attending  school  and  the  various  schools  affected. 

Following  Up. 

dll  defects  were  found  in  the  course  of  the  Medical  Inspection 
winch  were  followed  up  by  the  School  Nurses,  and  Table  7  gives  in 
detail  the  defects,  and  also  the  result  of  the  action  that  has  been 
taken.  In  addition,  every  defect  found  during  the  routine  inspection 
is  noted,  and  these  children  are  re-inspected  on  the  occasion  of  the 
next  medical  examination  at  the  school. 

School  Clinic. 

This  comprises  a  treatment  clinic  for  (a)  minor  ailments,  (b) 
refractions,  (c)  the  X  Ray  treatment  of  ringworm,  (this  latter  was 
only  installed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  is  at  present  housed 
in  a  temporary  room  of  an  unsuitable  character),  and  (d)  Dental 
clinic. 

During  the  year  1125  children  have  attended  the  School  Clinic 
and  have  paid  a  total  of  14.626  visits.  The  number  of  defects  found 
requiring  treatment  was  1128  and  with  89  on  the  books  at  the 
beginning  oi  the  year  gives  a  total  of  1.217  cases.  Of  these  1,032

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have  }>eeii  discliarged,  845  cured,  131  improved,  and  50  uncthanged, 
leaving  185  still  under  treatment  at  the  close  of  the  yeai'.  Table 
5  gives  in  detail  the  cases  treated  at  the  Clinic,  Table  6  deals  with 
the  cases  of  defective  vision  dealt  with  during  the  year,  whilst 
Table  9  gives  details  of  Cie  attendances  at  the  Clinic  month  by 
month. 

OeEN  Air  Educatiox. 

There  are  no  residential  open  air  schools  or  day  open  air  schools 
in  the  Borough  nor  are  there  any  open  air  classrooms  in  any  of  the 
Public  Elementary  Schools. 

Playground  classes  are  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  various 
Head  Teachers  and  have  not  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
School  Medical  Service. 


Physical  Training. 

This  is  not  dealt  with  by  the  School  Medical  Service. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

During  the  year  1.095  meals  have  been  provided  to  12 
necessitous  school  children,  the  arrangements  being  carried  out  a» 
in  previous  years. 

School  Baths. 

The  Corporation  Baths  in  Bradley  Boad  are  used  by  the  School 
Children  during  the  summer  months  and  instruction  in  swimming 
is  given  by  qualified  instructors.  During  the  year  there  have  been 
13.242  attendances  at  the  Baths  by  children  from  the  Elementary 
Schools,  and  911  attendances  by  pupils  from  the  Secondary  School. 

Co-operation  of  Parents,  Teachers,  and  School  Attendance 

Officers. 

Parents  are  notified  prior  to  each  examination  taking  place  at 
the  school  and  are  invited  to  attend.  Many  of  them  do  so  and  it 
is  found  to  be  of  great  assistance  when  any  defect  is  observed  durinc 
the  examination  of  a  child  to  have  the  parent  present  to  whom  more 
explicit  information  can  be  given  than  is  the  case  when  there  is 
only  the  child  present.  Tn  these  latter  cases,  however,  when  no 
jiarent  or  guardian  is  present,  the  School  Nurse  visits  the  home 
and  when  necessary  suggests  either  an  interview  with  the  School 
Medical  Officer  at  the  Clinic,  or  the  calling  in  of  their  own  kledical 
Advisor  in  order  to'  secure  ti’eatrnent. 

A  large  number  of  the  children  attending  the  Clinic  are  sent 
by  the  Teachers  at  the  various  schools  and  their  co-operation 
renders  the  service  much  more  efficient,  and  assistance  is  also 
rendered  by  the  Teachers  dui’ing  the  course  of  the  routine  inspec¬ 
tions.  Similarly  the  School  Attendance  Officers  in  the  course  of 
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their  duties  are  instrumental  in  obtaining  advice  or  treatment  under 
the  School  Medical  Service  for  children  in  whose  interests  it  may 
be  necessary.  Moreover  the  School  Attendance  Department  and 
the  Head  Teachers  are  supplied  with  a  copy  of  all  certificates  issued 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer  from  the  School  Clinic  relating  to  the 
exclusion  from  school  of  any  child  suffering  from  any  disease  or 
defect  warranting  such  exclusion,  and  also  with  a  copy  of  the 
Certificate  issued  authorising  their  re-admission  to  school. 

Co-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

No  scheme  of  definite  co-operation  or  assistance  from  any 
voluntary  organisation  is  in  operation.  Certain  individual  help 
is  however  rendered  and  Mr.  E.  Landless,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
late  Sir  John  Thursby  and  his  Executors,  is  worthy  of  the  thanks 
of  your  Committee,  as  through  his  generosity  40  children  have 
been  sent  to  the  Thursby  Convalescent  Home  at  St.  Annes. 

Blind,  Deaf,  Defective,  and  Epii.eptic  Children. 

There  are  no  special  schools  in  the  Borough  for  the  educating 
of  these  children.  The  Head  Teachers  of  the  various  schools 
however  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  any 
defective  child  and  they  are  examined.  Arrangements  are  made 
when  necessary  for  the  children  to  attend  the  Certified  Schools  at 
Burnley  dealing  with  these  classes  of  children. 

Nursery  Schools. 

There  are  no  Nui’sery  Schools  in  the  Borough. 

Secondary  Schools. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  the  children  attending  the 
Secondary  School  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Authorities  under 
their  School  Aledical  Services.  1  have,  however,  on  occasion  made 
a  special  examination  of  certain  scholars  who  have  been  sent  to  the 
School  Clinic  when  illness  of  a  suspicious  character  has  developed 
in  a  class,  and  have  recommended  the  exclusion  of  3  scholars,  2  of 
whom  were  suffering  from  Tonsilitis,  and  1  from  Eingworm. 

Continuation  Schools. 

No  medical  inspection  is  made  of  pupils  attending  Continuation 
Schools. 


Employment  of  Children  anj)  Young  Persons. 

No  examination  of  ciiildren  with  a  view  to  their  employment 
was  made  during  the  year.  A  few  school  children  are  engaged  in 
the  delivery  of  milk  or  newspapers. 
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Special  Inquiries. 

Three  special  inquiries  have  been  made  during  the  year  dealing 
with  outbreaks  of  disease  at  schools,  in  each  case  the  Infants 
Department  being  affected.  Chicken-pox  and  Measles  were  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  enquiries,  but  the  closing  of  one  School  as  previously 
mentioned,  and  the  disinfection  of  a  second  school  w^as  the  only 
action  found  necessarv  to  be  taken.

To  the  Members  of  the  Nelson  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  Seventh 
Annual  Report  as  School  Dentist  for  the  year  1920. 

During  the  year  all  the  children  in  the  various  schools,  of  the 
ages  from  6  years  to  12  years  have  been  inspected  and  opportunity 
given  for  treatment,  as  per  your  instructions,  so  that  the  children 
who  were  6  years  of  age  in  1914  have  been  inspected  and  opportun¬ 
ity  offorded  them  of  receiving  dental  treatment  practically  during 
the  whole  of  their  school-life. 

Facilities  have  been  afforded  to  all  parents  to  be  present  at  the 
inspections  of  the  children,  but  very  few  indeed  have  accepted  the 
invitation  to  be  present.  Many  more  parents  bring  their  children 
to  the  Clinic  for  treatment,  and  see  for  themselves  the  treatment 
given  and  many  express  themselves  in  gratitude  for  it. 

I  do  not  wish  to  weary  you  with  a  great  deal  of  figures  as  show¬ 
ing  the  results  of  eacli  years  treatment  and  inspection  as  in  former 
years,  as  these  figures  have  increased  year  by  year,  but  have  con¬ 
tented  myself  with  giving  a  Summary  of  those  figures. 

The  work  of  the  year  was  somewhat  interfered  with  by  the 
break-down  in  my  health,  but  1  was  ultimately  enabled  to  complete 
the  whole  of  my  work  liefore  the  close  of  the  year.  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  very  sincerely  for  your  kindly  consider¬ 
ation  and  leniency  during  my  enforced  absence,  1  greatly  appreci¬ 
ated  it,  and  it  was  nO'  douljt  helpful  towards  my  recovery. 

In  my  previous  reports  I  have  drawn  your  attention  to  certain 
facts  and  dental  conditions  of  the  cliildren  which  i  considered 
worthy  of  mention.  I'he  same  prevails  this  year,  only  a  little  more 
so,  but  one  very  outstanding  prominent  fact  for  the  year  deserves 
mentioning,  that  the  percentage  of  children  requiring  no  dental  treat- 
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ment  has  gone  up  in  the  aggregate  from  17.93  in  1919  to  20.07  in 
1920;  also  that  the  percentage  of  children  requiring  urgent  treat¬ 
ment  has  decreased  2.55  per  cent,  and  those  requiring  treatment 
have  decreased  6  per  cent.  This  speaks  volumes  for  the  success  of 
your  Cdinic  in  the  continued  treatment  of  the  children  and  for  the 
principle  that  each  child  should  have  the  opportunity  of  being 
inspected  and  treated  once  during  each  year  of  school  life. 

The  School  Nurse  has  paid  292  Visits  to  the  parents  of  children 
of  six  years  of  age  to  explain  to  them  why  Dental  treatment  is  so 
necessary  at  this  age. 

In  all  I  have  spent  63  half-days  in  inspecting  the  children,  and 
120  half  days  in  ti’eating  at  the  Clinic,  and  6  half-days  in  clerical 
work  at  the  end  of  the  year,  making  a  total  of  189  half  days. 

I  have  continued  to  receive  every  assistance  from  the  Organis¬ 
ing  Secretary  and  his  Staff,  also-  every  courtesy  and  help  from  the 
Head  Masters  and  Mistresses  and  Teachers,  to  all  of  whom  my 
thanks  are  tendered  for  the  manner  in  which  they  receive  me  and 
render  every  possible  assistance  whilst  inspecting  the  children  at 
tlieir  respective  Schools,  which  facilitate  my  work  considerahly. 

The  School  Nurse  also  continues  to  render  me  real  valuable 
assistance  in  the  management  of  the  children  at  the  Clinic. 
Without  her  help  the  work  of  the  Clinic  would  not  be  so  successful.
